The Blair House peace treaty-drafting efforts may have 
faltered save for President Carter's intervention, writes

On Friday, October 20, Carter 
rolled up his sleeves and began to 
work. This decision was made just 
as the Cabinet in Jerusalem was 
deciding to recall the two Israeli 
ministers for consultations. The 
rosy assessments spread by 
Carter and other Americans just 
24 hours earlier were beginning to 
fade. Carter, by then, already 
knew that there would not be 
much time left before Dayan and 
Weizman would have to return 
home. 

The Prestdent first received an 
in-depth briefing from Atherton 
and the other Americans involved 
in the negotiations. He then called 
in Dayan and Welzman to get 
thelr reading on the problems, 
which they explained in con- 
siderable detail. Two hours later 
that same unseagonally sunny 
Friday afternoon, Ghali and the 
Higyptian Defence Minister, Lt.- 
Gen. Kamal Hassan Alf, were at 
the White House offering their 
aside of the story. 

These unscheduled sessions 
were followed by yet another ex- 
traordinary invitation to Dayan 
and Weizman to return to the 
White House that same evening to 
continue the dialogue -— even 
though by then the Jewish Sab- 
bath had already begun and the 
Israelt negotiators were under 
‘general instructions not to violate 
it by conducting official business. 


FOR THREE hours, Carter went 
over the revised U.8. draft for the 
peace treaty, which had heen sub- 
mitted Thursday evening. Dayan 
and Weisman were accompanied

EVERYONE was working under 
the pressures of a deadline. Prime 
Minister Begin instructed Dayan 
and Weizman to be on an El Al 
flight on Saturday night. In order 
to be at New York's Kennedy Alr- 
Port on time, they would have to 
leave Washington by 8.00 p.m. 

So at that Friday night meeting, 
Carter did not want to waate any 
valuable time. Dayan, Weisman 
and their aides did not return to 
their Madison Hotel rooma until 
after 11.00 p.m. and Carter stayed 
up even later mutling over in his 
mind the major points of dispute. 

There were two serioua 
problems. The Egyptians were 
pressing for some sort of specific 
Mnkage between the treaty and 
progress on other outstanding 
igaues in the Arab-Israeli conflict, 
such as the Palestinian question 
and the future of the Weat Bank 
and the Gaza &trip. They were 
also reluctant to normalize 
Egypt's official relationship with 
Israel 85 quickly as the Israeli 
team (and the United States) had 
expected. 

For example, the Egyptians 
noted that the '‘diplomatic 
relations” mentioned in the Camp 
David “framework” did not spell 
out the “level” of the relations — 
ambassadorial, consular or even 
less. Israel was expecting to 
receive an Dgyptian ambassador 
shortly after the initial Israeli 
“Interim” withdrawal in Sinai to 
the El Arish-Ras Muhammad line. 
Egypt had other ideas. 

The next morning, Carter was 
up well before dawn to receive All, 
Ghali and their aides. Their 
Hmousine passed through-the Iron 
gates of the White House shortly 
after 6.80.a.m. Driving down 15th 
Street to Pennsylvania Avenue, 
the Egyptians talked about 
Washington's deserted streets. 
Nearly all of Washington was atill 
asleep on that Saturday mor- 
ning when Carter and the Egyp- 


tiang sat down to go over the. 
“points discussed with Dayan and 


Weizman the night before. ᾿ὃ 


Two houra later, they finished. 
The Egyptians drove back to the 
Madison, where both they and the 
IsraeH team were staying. For a 
variety of reasons, including the 
fact that several of the days of the 
conference were either Jewish 
holidays or the Jewish Sabbath 
when driving Ia prohibited, more 
of the Israell-Egyptlan-American 
meetings took place at the 
Madison than at Blair House, the 
official site of the conference. 

But history wlll record the event 
as the Blair House conference — 
not the Madison Hotel conference. 


ACCORDING to his aides, Carter 
first realized that the two 
delegations were finally on the 
verge of a breakthrough after the 
sesalon that morning with the 
Egyptians. They were dropping 
some earlier demands on 
language for the body of the treaty 
and the preamble, 

He telephoned Dayan at the 
hotel to report on the Egyptian 
modifications, and recommended 
that the Israeli and Egyptian 
teams sit down {mmediately to 
put down in writing what had been 
agreed orally during the White 
House meetings. Both aides, of 
course, agreed. 

During the next four hours, they 
laboriously worked over avery un- 
resolyed sentence. Everyone 
recognized that the clock was tick- 
ing away. But the atmosphere waa 
good, and with both sides 
demonstrating flexibility and 
creativity, the draft text was com- 
pleted and ready for submission to 
their respective governments. 
‘Thero were nine articles and a 
preamble. In addition, there were 
three annexes, but these latter 
points still needed drafting. This 
was considered largely technical 
— the major obstacles had been 
removed. . 

Yet Dayan and Weizman were 
very nervous, They were not hap- 
py with the rumblings coming 
from Jerusalem, where Prime 
Minister Begin was ominously 
silent as some members of the 
Cabinet began complaining of a 
“‘sell-out’* in Washington, 

The Egyptians were smiling on 
Saturday afternoon when the 
marathon drafting session ended. 
Dayan and Weizman, however, 
were worried about the reaction in 
Jerusalem. 


LATE THAT afternoon, just two 
hours before the flight to Kennedy 
Airport, Dayan decided that his 
mission would be better off with 
an upbeat atmosphere in Israel 
than with one of “ecrisfs"’ and 
‘“‘gloom," and agreed to invite the 
Israeli press covering the talks to 
the hotel for a news conference. It 
was at that point that we had first 
official word of the dramatic turn- 
about in developments. Sunday's 
newspapers in Israel reflected 
this. 

Dayan spoke of significant 
progress. He admitted he waa op- 
timistic. The Dayan who had said 
only 48 hours earlier that ad- 
ditional progress at .ministerial 
level was “‘very doubtful,” was 
now very pleased with the course 
of evonts. : 

But we could still see that he 
wags nervous about the reception 
he and Weizman would receive in 
Jerusalem on Monday evening 
during the Cabinet debate. 


SHVERAL IMPORTANT lessons 
should be drawn from this eplaade 
in the post-Camp David era, when 
disaster wag averted quickly and 
efficiently. ᾿ 
Relations between israel and 
Egypt, which have obviously im- 
proved over the past several 
weeks, are still not at the stage 


. where they can overcome serious, 


problema without America‘a help. 

Both Israel and Egypt had good 
reason to he grateful that the U.S, 
was a “full partner" in the 
negotiations. 

Carter, once again, proved to be 
an effective mediator between the 
two countries, He knows ail the 
iasucs well by now. He knows the 
personalitics involved. Officials 
from both the Israeli and the 
Egyptian delegations were ful) of 
praise for his 48-hour perfor- 
mance at the end of the week. Cer- 
tainly the office of president 
automatically gains respect fram 
foreign visitors to the Amerlean 
capital — but the man whe holds 
that office, his personality and 
style and ability, can make all the 
difference between success and 
failure. : 

In getting both sides to com- 
promise, Carter also knew the im- 
portance each attaches to ita 
bilateral relationship with the 
U.S. Neither Calro nor Jerusalem 
can afford to dismisa thia element, 
given its enormous need for 
America's econorale, military and 
political support. 

So in convineing both sides to 
demonstrate flexibllity, Carter 
was careful to reassure them that 
future economic and military aid 
would be generously forthcoming. 
This was especially important to 
the Israeli negotiators, who had 
been severely disappointed on 
Tuesday — three days earller — 
when the President did not want 
even to discuss the issue when it 
was raised. 

Carter waa told that this un- 
willingness to commit the U.S. to 
large-scale foreign aid to Israel 
following the Sinai withdrawal 
had aroused fears in Israel. He 
therefore went out of his way on 
Friday to reverse himself — and 
the decision paid off. 

While {t would be incorrect to 
say that he bought Israeli (and 
Bgyptian) flexibility, it would be 
fair to assume that his 
reassurances improved the at- 
mosphere. 

Dayan and Welzman, who are 
not very gloso friends, have 
managed to become an effective 
team jn dealing with Washington. 
They may not like each other very" 
much personally, but they work 
together very well. 

Dayan was the head of the 
Israeli delegation, and Welzman 
deferred to him for leadership. 

An American official told me 
the other day that, together with 
Prime Minister Begin, the two 
ministers make an excellent 
negatlating partnership. Alone, 
each has many problems — 
together, their respective 
strengths combine to make a solid 
team. 

The official noted how much 
more effective Begin, Dayan and - 
Weizman are as ἃ negotiating trio 
than their predecessors Rabin, 
Peres and Allon, who were con- 
stantly fighting each other or 
stabbing each other in the back. 


FINALLY, the lesgon of the Blair 
House-Madison Hotel conference 
that stands out most in my mind is 
‘the same one that I songed when 
President Sadat first went to 
Jerusalcm, nearly a year ago. 
Deaplte the difficulties, the ten- 
sions, the fears and the lack of 
mutual trust, Israel and Egypt 
have embarked on an Irreversible 
road. ᾿

ficulties In the days, weeks and 
months to come. There will be 
more ‘occasions when both sides 
will run to Big Daddy — the U.S.— 
for help to resolve a dispute.

Lively ex- 
changes usually develop as soon 
as the mayor appears on the scene 
and he is seldom without an 
answer. (He was recently ac- 
costed by a woman who complain- 
ed about the garbage collection 
and pollution on the street where 
she lives.

Lahat quipped: “I cer- 
tainly hope the voters don't exile 
me there."") 

Lahat's position as the incum- 
bent who must cope with criticism 
also determines the character of 
hia parlour meetings. Questions, 
often critical, follow a short show 
of slides which the mayor 
narrates. Lahat does not dodge 
controversy end the evenings are 
seldom relaxed affairs. At times 
they are apiced with acrimony, 
Lahat is not above delivering an 
overly frank or stinging reply, 
which might ruffle a voter's 
feathers and not go down at all 
well with his apprehenaive aides.

tinued for 12 seasons, and came to 
Israel in 1967 and 1970 to par- 
ticipate in the Zimria, and to sing 
with the IPO. 

In 1970, it disbanded — for the 
simple reason that many of its 
members, and not least Its 
founder and conductor, had all 
come to Israel on aliya. 

Stanley Sperber takes pride in 
the ‘‘choral ΔΙ ν᾽" which resulted 
from the Zamir chorus: “It got to 
the point where each time we 


. returned to New York after a con- 


cert tour In Israel, we would have 
distraught parents waiting on the 
tarmac, demanding to know 
where thelr children were, why 
they'd stayed behind. 

“Ono boy left us in mid-tour to 
sign up with the paratroopers; we 
also "lost" one of our girls to a 
momber of the paratroops. We 
misiaid about 10 .members on 
average each trip. There are

Aviv 
Philharmonic Chorus, Shortly 
afterwards, he became direotor of 
the Jerusalem Chamber Choir, 
too, ag well as teacher of choral

He and his family (his Israeli 
wife, Riki, 15 alao a musician) Hve 
in Tel Aviv, and he became quite 
acoustomed to his weekly shuttle 
between Jerusalem and Tel Aviv.

benevolent blue eyes, he came 
here at the age of 49, tn poor 
health, determined to do the 
hardest physical labour. Man 
eould “regain hia ganity,”” and 
become ‘one with the cosmos" 
only by working the land, and he 
did not mean rooftop gardens. 
When man left the sofl and moved 
to the city, Gordon believed, he 
deteriorated in the same measure 
that he grew alienated from 
nature. All this, of course, was 
thought out in Tolstoy's day, long 
before urbanization became a 
modern crisis, even in the empty 
land Gordon walked through on 
foot Τό years ago. 

Most philosophers who exalt 
manual labour come from 
reasonably comfortable 
backgrounds, and Gordon waa no 
exception. His family had a very 
rich relative, Baron Joseph 
Guenzburg of St. Petersburg, who 
offered to finance a medical 
education for him. Young Gordon 
politely turned this down because 
he had purist ideas: he wanted no 
education for utilitarian purposes, 
but only learning for the love of 
learning. He already had a 
traditional Jewish education with 
private tutors, and hrd studied 
secular subjects on his own. 

As the only surviving child of his 
parents’ five children (his 
mother, incidentally, was the 
daughter of one Shimshon Gor- 
don), he could have avoided. 
military service, but insisted on 
presenting himself for examina- 
tion. He was found physically un- 
fit. Thirty years later, he exposed 
himself to physical hardships that 
defeated much younger, stronger 
men — and also was un- 
enthusiastic about the Jewish 
Legion in World War I (and about 
the Balfour Declaration too) 
because he beliqved that little 
good could come of military ac- 
tions or political efforts. Salvation 
was possible only through the ef- 
forts of the Individual to change 
himaelf. ᾿ 

For over two decades, Gordon 
worked as financial manager of 
Baron Guenzburg's estates. He 
also established a workers’ 
library and did community work 
among youth, teaching ‘Hebrew, 
humanism, and Zionism.’' He 
badly wanted to study agriculture 
to prepare himaelf for Ife here, 
but family responsibilities 
prevented such self-indulgence. 

Gordon had become engaged at 
the age of 15, by parental arrange- 
ment, of course, to a cousin, and 
had married soon after. Seven 
children were born, of whom only 
two survived. In the face of a long 
line of personal tragedies, 
perhaps the most bitter concerned 
Gordon's one remaining son. 
Yehlel Michael, after having been 
taught solely by his father in true 
Tolatoyan atyle, walked out on his 
parents, cut off all ties, turned his 
back on the world of ‘‘liberaliam 
and progress"’ and chose to enter, 
of all things, an Orthodox 
yeshiva, The son died in Russia 
during his father's lifetime 

without their having met again.

Gordon was the spiritual! leader 
of a whole generation of pioneers 
from the moment of his arrival 
until his death at Deganla 18 years 
later, but they certainly never all 
agreed, and disputes raged as 
between Hapoel Hatzair, for 
which Gordon wrote, and Poaiei 
Zion, on such isaues as whether to 
join the Hushomer defence 
organization — considered by the 
real pacifiasts to be ‘‘too 
militaristic." 

Gordon managed to combine 
cheerfulness, a lack of 
dogmatism, and an absolute per- 
sonal commitment to physical 
work for himaelf. He turned down 
the easy job of librarian at the Jaf- 
fa workers’ library, offered as 
soon as he arrived, and for nearly 
two decades worked, when not 
sick in bed with malaria, exhaus- 
tion, bruises, etc., In the orchards 
and ditches of our tiny labour 
capitals — Petah Tikva, Rishon, 
Sejera, Migdal, Yavniel, 
Kinneret, Tel Adashim. 

The relation of Gordonia, the 
movement founded after his 
death, to A.D. himself has been 
“eharacterized by its lack of 
dogmatism, as reflected in Gor- 
don's personality... His 
ideological image was not dis- 
tinguished from his personality, 
and the combination of both was 
viewed as expressing that free 
humanistic creativity, influenced 
by both the world at large and the 
Jewish world, which perpetuates 
independent, original thought 
always related to all faceta of 
Hfe."

The sorest test of this view must 
have come when his close friend 
and disciple, Yosef Hayim 
Brenner, was murdered by Arabs 
in the 1921 riots. Brenner, nearly 
30 years younger than Gordon, 
was known for his bouts of 
despair: they practically never 
affected “the old one,"' who at the 
blackest of times always insisted 
that “we must not become dis- 
couraged.” 

The economic threat of cheap 
Arab labour; the physical threat 
of Arab hostility — but most basic 
of all, the cultural threat 
of what happens when people do 
not do their own productive work. 
Perhaps, today, we stand at a 
point, when the removal of the se- 
cond threat may bring an inunda- 
tion of the first... 

“Let us assume," Gordon wrote 
one night nearly 70 years ago, 
“that a dense Jewish settlement 
were to come into being.” Would 
this change the Jews' age-old 
detachment from nature, from 
productive work? "Will not our 
Jews continue to prefer mercan- 
tile pursuits, financial transac- 
tions, all the callings in which 
others work and they assume 
direction? What we need today 
Is...not an academic culture but a 
culture of life Itself... 

“All that we desire in Palestine 
comes to this: that we create with 
our own hands all that constitutes 
Hfe; that with our own hands we 
perform ali the work needed, from 
the highest and most complicated 
down to the coarsest and most 
contemptible...Only when we do 
that will we possess a culture 
because only thus will we have a 
life of our own.” At the cost, of 
course, of imported apple juice 
and foreign subsidies. 


THE END, for Gordon, came in 
Degania, after a trip to Vienna to 
diagnose his fatal disease. He 
decided to live out his last year 
among his friends; his daughter 
Yael] gave him injections to ease 
his pains, borne with hia usual for- 
tude.

The Barbaba tribe who bring all 
this about are miraculous, 
balloon-like creatures who can 
change thair shape at will.

Referring to the poat-1947 clamour 
for a Palestinian state, the author 
asks why it came ao late. Why 
were the Palegtinian political 
aspirations muted for so many 
yeara? 

Mishal marvels at the extent to 
which the Palestinian elite in the 
Weal Bank, the many groups that 
opposed the Jordanian regime, 
remained inactive. Why did these 
political groups, he wonders, with 
thelr intellectual capacity, social 
superiority, and political ex- 
perience with the Jewish com- 
munity through the Mandate 
period — not succecd in becoming 
— in a country where they were 
the majority — a key political 
element? 

To answer these questions even 
partially requires both research 
and insight. The ground covered 
in this slim volume is wide- 
ranging. A sketch of the history of 
the Palestinians in Jordan is 
followed by a brief account of 
what the author sees as periods of 
erlais (1049-64, 1957-61) and 
periods of concession (1066-57, 
1961-67). The subject of Palesti- 
nian identity and its meaning and 
the question of leadership are 
dealt with in separate chapters. A 
coneluding chapter brings the ac- 
count up to 1967 and beyond. 


The main point Mishal makes is - 


that the basic Palestinian pattorn 
of temporary accommodation 
remained unchanged even after 
the West Bank came under Israel! 
administration. It is not quite 
clear what Misha! {a trying to say 
here; but he concludes that 
political communities "can find 
, ways to persist even if they are 
unable to resolve basic conflicts 
that concern the essence of their 
existence," relying on temporary 
arrangements, accepting the 
status quo for the short run, and

Mishal'a book — based on 8

Nor 
ean we pinch glasses from our 
pubs, bocause we are not a pub- 
patronizing people. And, 
sumehow, one does not walk off 
with coffee cups from a sidewalk 
exfe, Spoons, maybe... 

Prompted by the British report, 
J did my own random survey of 
lacal business people on thelr 
views of Iaracll consumers. While 
It seema that some bad habits are 
univeraai, others are typically 
laraell. 


NOT ONCKH, but twice, a list of 
complaints was headed by the 
comment that Israelis eat while 
shopping. Not just children, as in 
Engtand. Adults, too. Chips, ice- 
cream, corn-on-the-cob and 
felatel are among the messy foods 
that shoppers continue cating 
after they onter a shop. 

“They bring the street into the 
store,” suid the manager of the 
new Hamashbir at Dizengoff Con- 
tre. “Never mind that it dirties 
the carpet. What's worse Js that 
they handle the merchandise with 
aticky hands." 

A Tel Aviv boutique owner has 
hia own system for dealing with 
the customer who “has a bag of 
chips in one hand and atarts to 
look through: the clothes with the 
other." He politely offers the 
customer a, chair to eat in comfort 
and points out there is a sink for 
hand-washing. ‘Many times, 
though, they get offended and 
leave the shop." 

Another complaint of hia is 
againat shoppers who try on 
countless garments and then 
depart with the excuse, “I don't 
have any money today.’* (I 
suggested thia might be thelr way 
of saying they didn't find what 
they liked, alnoe it Ia notoriously 
hard to exit gracefully from a 
ama)) shop here without making a 
purchase.) ν 

Hla morchandise is 
predominantly bathing sults in 
summertime, and a very ‘valid 
erlevance ig that many womon try 
on the bathing sults without keep- 
ing thelr undorpants on.

The British Woman article 
pointed a finger directly at the 
Phenomenon of buying a dress on 
a Friday and then returning it for 
refund, after the weekend party. 1 
wonld Ike to think that this docs 
nat happen in Israci. 

Obviously, all stores try to 
detect slgns of wear -— including 
body odour — on returned gar- 
menta, but the general policy is to 
accept them for exchange if they 
appear unused and have the sales 
tags intact. It is a little harder to 
play this game in Israc! because 
few stores actually refund cash 
tor merchandise. 

When stores do, by the way, the 
customer generally responds 
positively. Shekom makes a 
regular practice of cash refunds 
and Hamashbir will do it if the 
customer refuses ta accept a 
credit slip. ᾿ 

Kadmon told me of a woman 
who bought a IL17,000 dining room 
set which proved defective and, 
though the manufacturer was 
willing to exchange it, she 
demanded — and got — her 
money back in full from 
Hamashbir. Within half-an-hour 
of collecting her refund at the 
store, she had used the money as 
payment for IL14,006 worth of 
other merchandise at Hamashbir, 
The customer — an American im- 
migrant — said she felt it a matter 
of principle to get her money 
back, but once she did, she was 
satisfied with the store and ready 
He use the money again right 


KADMON suggests that the 
Jaraeli consumer haa changed for 
πα better In recent years, but still 
“doos not fully knaw how to shop 
Ina department store." Sales help 
{a availabic, but the customer 
dooa not always know when fo ask 
for it. : 

“Take tho customer who buys a 
tea-kottle and then complains that. 
it does not whistle. Why didn't she 
ask ‘someone if lt was the whistl- 
ing type? Now she's used It at 
home I can't resell it as new." ὁ 

Evon whon the customer knows 
he’s wrong, πὸ ofton starts to 
shout — “tho way our people have 
earned to overturn ‘tables in 

government: offices to get 
satisfaction.’ Somaghow he feels if 
he shouts, he must be right,

Moreover, Israeli shoppers do 
not yct know how to take advan- 
tage of sales, Mr. Kadmon says. 
“Kor several months, we ran 
specials every Tuesday and 
Wednesday — well advertised, 
with savings of up to 50 per cent — 
and it just didn't go." 


TWO PERSISTENT problems 
which plague department stores 
everywhere are shoplifting and 
bad cheques. Israeli shoplifters 
are of two sorts, Mr. Kadmon told 
ma. There are youths who do it for 
“‘sport’’ — and get away even with 
bulky items like phonograph 
records. And there are certain 
members of the adult public 
(‘mostly women, I'm afraid’) 
who seem to be “seduced” by the 
abundance of goods in department 
atores and make off with some of 
τι. Professional burglars do not 
generally stoop to shoplifting, 

As for bad cheques, there are 
two categories — deliberate fraud 
and the nuisance of well-meaning 
customers Who simply write out 
cheques for which they have no 
cover at the'time. The majority of 
cases are the latter, Kadmon 
says, and they are generally 
cleared up within a few days — 
though not without inconvenience 
to the store. 

Shai Mayer, managing director 
of the Shalom Stores in Te} Aviv, 
says that both shoplifting and the 
passing of bad cheques are in- 
creasing in Israel, though they are 
still 1685 prevalent than in the U.8. 
or Burope. He believes the rise in 
shoplifting is a parallel to the rise 
in standards of ving — and the 
increased expectations this 
brings. 

Still, Shaf Mayer considers 
Israeli shoppers to be more honest 
than those in many more- 
davelopad countries: ‘Maybe the 
4abra won't stand in queues quiet- 
ly; bul. he generally has morai 
standards. After all, the Jewish 
people ls an educated people.” ᾿ 

And, he insista; ‘“‘The customer 
{a still always right —in general." 


WHETHER FROM honesty, 
eourteay or good public relations, 
there was a tendency on the part 
of businessmen to whom I spoke to 
praise the Jaraell conaumer 
rather than oriticize. “We have 
absolutely no complaints about 
our customers," says Mordecha! 
Kreiner, merchandising manager

vomplaint that Israeli shoppera 
open packages in food stores — to 
ἈΠ the eottage cheese, for in- 
stance? ‘The shoppers are 
smarter than the merchants,” 
Mr. Kreiner retorted. ‘So long as 
shopkeepers continue to keep cot- 
tage cheese without proper 
refrigeration, then the customer 
{s right to open It and sniff it.” 

Of course, Kreiner is implying 
that his chain keeps products un- 
der proper refrigeration and there 
should be no need for shoppers to 
open and sniff. 

Other merchants are not so 
enraptured by such consumer 
habits. At Hamashbir, where 
there is a branch of the 
Cooperative Supermarket, Kad- 
mon reports some commonplace 
oceurrences: bars of chocolate 
with a few squares removed, twin- 
pack soup boxes with one packet 
missing, frozen pancakes with 
pieces broken off, bread that has 
finger denta from squeezing. 

Kadmon told me of one curlous 
consumer practice that is not real- 
ly dishonest but seems unfair to 
merchants: Apparently, there are 
some consumers who go locking in 
stores to see whether the prices 
posted in the windows are iden- 
tieal to the prices charged for the 
same items inalde. If the window 
price is lower — even by mistake 
— the customers will demand the 
Item at the window-posted price, 
and Kadmon says he feels honour- 
bound to sell it, even if it was an 
error by the window dresser. 
Presumably this does not happen 
too often. 


SHOPPERS WITH too much free 
time on their hands can he a 
nuisance to shopkeepers, as 
several mentioned to me, A textile 
shop owner complained of older 
women who ask endless questions, 
including requests for such items 
as “pure silk’ and “pure linen” 
which have rarely been seen in 
our shops for years. ‘‘And they 
probably wouldn't recognize real 
silk if they saw and touched it." 

Shoppers with too little time, or 
those who do not plan well, are 
another nuisance, especially in 
food shops. My corner grocer says 
that his pet peeve is the customers 
who come just at closing time and 
inafat on being served. It's a par- 
ticular problem on Friday after- 
noons when owners want to close 
for the weekend — and this is a 
shop which anyhow opens earlier 
and closes later than most. 

Customers who return a lot of 
empty bottles on busy Fridays 
and holiday eves are another 
nuisance. 80 are customers who 
buy their bottied products at 
supermarkets and return the 
empties to the convenient corner 
gracery. 

On the other hand, super- 
markets have the game complaint 
— that they get back more bottles 
than they sell, Somebody must be 
miscounting, or “perhaps the 
bottles are giving birth to Httle 
bottles at home," one manager 
suggested. ᾿

THE DIRECTOR of the Tel Aviv 
Better Business Bureau, Adi 
Horowitz, has some sharp words 
for some of our consumer 
behaviour. He makes a nice dis: 
tinction: “The CUSTOMER is 
always right — but not the 
COMPLAINANT." 

Our foremost fault as con- 

sumers, Mr. Horowitz assorts, [5 
“our lles."* ‘Quite a lot of people,” 
he says, “simply le about 
something that has happened to 
products." 
Our second fault, he says, is to 
complain by shouting and name- 
calling — sometimes to a point 
that requires police intervention. 
If, instead, the complaint is made 
fn a calm, quiet manner, the 
merchant is more apt to reply In 
siMar manner and try to be of 
service, 

The customer would even be 
better off to admit he did 
something wrong with the 
product, rather than to le and try 
to put the blame entirely on the 
merchant or manufacturer, 
Horowitz says. When an irate con 
sumer comes to his offices at 
Abuzat Bayit Street, Tel Aviv, the 
first thing he does is try to calm 
him down — and then examine the 
problem. “And if his complaint is 
not justified, I tell him go." One of 
the common dishonest, consumer 
practices, Horowitz claims, 18 
returning a food product 88 
“'spolled’’ after it has been left too 
long on the consumer's own shelf 
at home. Not enough households 
practice the ‘‘first in, firat ou! 
principle in using tinned and
